The Strike About to End. 

London, Oct. 11. — Tho Warwick colliery 
owuera have accepted the suggestion of t lie 
mayors of Leeds, Shellield, Bradford, Not- 
tingham and Barusley regarding tho settle- 
ment of the miners' strike, and indications 
aro that England's great striko is about to 
end. Negotiations with that end in view 
are now progressing.

The Coal Kline 
Owners' Association of Derby have declined 
the overtures, and the deadlock between 
them und Lite strikers still exists. 

Latin monetary Union. 

London, Oct. 11. — The conference of the 
Latin monetary union has adopted proposals 
presented by tho Italian delegates for with- 
drawal from circulation of small Italian cur- 
rency, The method for withdrawal of tho 
currency of other Latin countries has not 
yet been decided upon.

London, Oct. 11.— A letter from a mem- 
ber of tho Peary expedition has been 
received by Morgenbl.itt, of ChristianU. It 
says : The Falcon reached Bowdoin Ray, 
Murchison Sound, August 3, By diligent 
shooting, 20 tons of walrus meat, for the uso 
of tho doga during the winter, liuvo been 
secured. A cache of provisions has been 
established on tho inland ico for the uso of 
the sledge party on their jnurnoy in the 
spring.

WORLD'S FAIR NOTES. 

Congress of Human Work— Bee Keepers' Con- 
vention— Banquet to Foreign Commis- 
sioners— Battle Monument. 

Chicago, Oct. 11. — Prominent humani- 
tarians from all p*rta of the country partici- 
pated to-day in tho national congress of 
human work, which opened ut tho art insti- 
tute with an address of welcome by Prof. 
David Swing. During its three days' aea- 
siou the congress will discuss vivisection, 
cattle transportation, the treatment of cat- 
tle on the western plains, orphan homes and 
foster homes, and kindred subjects. 

Tho twenty-foui th annual convention of 
the Bee Keepers' Association of North 
America opened here to day with a fuir 
attendance, and will continue for tho rest 
of the week. The programme consists of 
papers by specialists ami discussions of 
topics relating to queen breeding, the pro- 
duction of honey and tho manufacture of 
aparian supplies. 

President Bonney, of tho World's 
Fair auxiliary, opened yesterday the inter- 
national meeting of the congress on public 
health. Health Commissioner Reynolds, of 
Chicago; Dr. Liceaga, of tho health depart- 
ment of the City of Mexico ; Dr. Durgin, of 
lioslon, president of the American Board of 
Health Association, and others spoke. The 
congress urges the importance of pure 
water, better sewers and house drainage, 
disposition of garbage und cleaner streets 
and alleys in the great centres of popula- 
tion. 

The banquet tn lie given by tho directors 
of the World's Fair to tho commissioners 
from foreign countries in Music Hail at 
Jackson Park, to night, will bo one of the 
most elaborate functions of tho kind that 
has taken placo in this cily of recent years. 
Each of thu directors has been assessed $200 
as liis proportion of the cost. On uccount of 
tho difficulty of seating the foreign commis- 
sioners, all of whom aro great sticklers on 
questions of precedence, there will be four 
tables of honor, presided over by President 
Higginbotham, Director-General Davis, ex- 
President Oigo and ex President Baker. 
Tho walla ot the hall have been literally 
hidden from view by a framework of 
flowera, palms, forns and (lugs of all 
nations. Covers will bo laid for 000 guests, 
and when tho speech-making begins there 
will bo another innovation by the entrance 
of the wives and other female relatives of 
the guesta, who will bo escorted to the gal- 
lery, where they can watch the feeding and 
listen to tho talking. 

Elaborate preparations aro being mado 
for the dedication, next week, of tho battle 
monument, commemorative of Washington's 
capture of the Hessiana on tho day after 
Christmas of 1770. In a lotter received to- 
day President Cleveland promises to be pre- 
sent, if ho can spare a duy away from 
Washington, 

For tho October Competition of the 
Columbian Exposition there nro 424 cheeses 
of August, and September make, represent- 
ing about 400 fuetorioH, tho majority in 
Ontario. Thoro aro 115 boxes of those that 
swept everything before them last Juno in 
t ho competition here. Thoro are 107 packages 
of butter from factories and dairies in On- 
tario, Quebec and Manitoba. Tho whole 
comprises tho finest and largeat collection of 
butter and cheeso ever sent out of 
Canada. In the Horticultural Depart- 
ment, for currants, gooBoherries and 
cherries, Ontario wins 179 medals. 
Tlio mineral awards give Ontario tho 



following medals : Ontario Government. 
Toronto, iron ores illustrativo of tho various 
known iron deposits in Ontario, HO entries; 
Ontario Government, Toronto, collection of

BOUND TO DESERT. 

Arrested In Philadelphia, Taken to New- 
foundland, Hut Failed to Reach 
Halifax. 

Halifax, Oct. 11. — (Special)— When tho 
steamer Carthagenian, from Newfoundland, 
arrived, tho military police boarded her to 
tiko charge of James Lavera, supposed to 
bo u deserter. To their astonishment, they 
learned that after tho steamer waB somo 
hours out from St. JohnB it was discovered 
that tho stateroom in which Lavers had 
been confined wus empty. Tho only means 
of egrees was through tho porthole, and 
through thia circular uperture the bird must 
huvo llown. Whether he dropped over- 
board and swam ashore, or was drowned, 
nobody on tho steamer knows. Lavers was 
stowed away on the Assyrian aome weeks ago, 
but was discovered when that- Bteamer ar- 
rived at Philadelphia. From there ho was 
carried to St. Johns and held fourteen days 
by tho civil authorities until the next 
steamer for Halifax arrived. Thia was tho 
Carthagenian, and he wus put on board on 
Saturday night with tho above result. The 
man, it is said, was on a wharf in Phila- 
delphia when accostod, and, although he 
denied being n deserter und protested 
against molestation, waa forcibly seized by 
the oliicors of tho British steamer and re- 
turned to tho ship. Lavers was about 32, 
blonde, tall und uthletic. 



"CHRISTIAN UNION." 



The Subject Exhaustively Discussed by 
the Evangelical Alliance 
at Chicago. 



The Double Standard of Virtue De- 
nounced as Cowardly, Unjust 
and Demoralizing. 



Chicago, Oct. 10. — The Evangelical Alii- 
anco at tho day session discussed tho prac- 
tical question of "Christian Union and Co- 
operation." Dr. Hyde, of Bowdoin college, 
said tho importance of co-operation among 
tho different Proteatant denominations 
could not bo overestimated, and that the 
rights of a given church in a particular 
community should bo respected and its 
work encouraged. In tho establishment of 
churches in new localities the matter should 
bo determined by a conference between 
different denominations. Dr. Hyde urged 
an international arrangement between 
chnrchcB for spreading tho work of the 
Gospel, and that the territory at homo 
should bo divided into stute organiza- 
tions. A variety of churches might be 
tolerated in tho great centreB of popula- 
tion, but numerous organizations in country 
towns was a profligate waato of spiritual 
energy. Rev. Dr. Clark, secretary of the 
Homo Missionary aociety of the Congrega- 
tional church, aaid hie denomination was 
inclined to be tolerant of every form of 
evangelical Christianity and euger to co- 
operate in church extension und missionary 
work. Dr. Elmeudorf, of Holland, for tho 
) u toll Reformed ch\irch,saidthe prospect for 
union church work in his country waa more 
encouraging now than in the past. Rev. 
Dr. King, of Now York, and Bishop Fowlor 
spoke on behalf of tho great Meth- 
odist organization, and said it wus 
ready und willing to moot tho 
other denominations more than half 
way in the mo3t perfect union and co- 
operation. Tho various departments held 
meetings during tho afternoon and evening. 
The. kindergarten work and church duty 
to molding of child life were considered in 
the department presided over by Mrs. 
Blatohford, of Chicago, und nddreaaed by 
u number of the leading workers. Social 
purity lor men was considered at another 
iting presided over by Authony Coin- 
stock, from which women were excluded. 

A double standard of virtuo" for men and 
women was denounced as cowardly and un- 
just, and the corrupting influence of de- 
grading literature waa referred to ua one of 
the moat potent evila of the timo. All tho 
speakers earnestly advocated a higher stan- 
dard of purity for men.

— Tho receivers of tho 
National Cordago company have taken 
action here for 537,237 against the Con- 
sumers' Cordago company. Thia iB u claim 
for goods sold, and tho defendants contest 
the action on tho ground that they have an 
offset to fully cover the amount. 

Mining in Bcaucc. 

Quebec, Oct. 11.— American capitalists 
are prospecting the gold land in Beauce 
county, with a view to developing the 
mines, which cover about 100 square miles' 
of territory, should the prospects wurrunt 
the investment of capital. 

To lie Surrendered. 

Toronto, Oot. 11.— The Attorney-Gen. 
oral's department has roceived word that 
tho U.S. Government has decided to sur- 
render to tho Canadian authorities John 
Conn, formerly a private banker at Alvin- 
ston, who is under arrest at Detroit on a 
charge of forgery. 

Mellindlst Missions. 

Hamilton, Oct. 11. — Dr. Sutherland, in 
his annual report presented at yesterday's 
meeting of the. General Mission Board of 
the Methodist Church, stated that tho total 
income for tho year was §204,783, a net de- 
crease of S2-4.007. The total expenditure 
wub $271,983. There is thus a deficit of 
§7,205. 

The Crortcr Settlers. 

Ottawa, Oct. 11.— Prof. Wallace, of 
Ediuburgh Univeraity, arrived here, to-duy, 
from a trip to tho Killarney and Saltcoats 
crofters, whero ho had been sent by Sir 
Charles Tuppor, Canadian High Commis- 
sioner. Prof. Walluco made an interim re- 
port to-day, which he will supplement 
subsequently. He Buid that his report 
would bo favorable to the continuance of the 
crofter scheme of colonization, with some 
Blight changes. All the crofters were doing 
fairly well, and none were starving. They 
were very much better off than if they had 
remained at home. In due time they will 
pay all obligations. 

The oka Indians. 

Stk. Soholastiqoe, Oct. 11.— Chief 
Timothy of tho remnant of Indians on the 
Oka reservation, is at present in Ottawa 
consulting Hon. T. M. Daly and tho De- 
partment officers on tho difficulties on the 
land question, which have for long existed 
between the Indians and tho Seminary of 
Sto. Sulpice. A number of both Iroquoia 
and AlgonquinB were induced several years 
since to remove to a new reservation in the 
Wealeru part of Ontario, but tho other8 re- 
fused to go, etunding upon their claims to 
property righta, and holding that tho Som- 
inary were only in possession in truBt for 
them and not aa actual owners. Tho case 
waB repeatedly before the courts in ono shape 
or another, but Borae of the point3 at isauo 
were never definitely decided, it being 
hoped that time and the meditation of tho 
Department would induce all tho tribe&men 
to movo awuy. 



Drowned Out. 

Colfax, Oct. 11. — The Palouse valleys 
aro drownod, and the harvest presents » 
protty gloomy spectacle. South and west 
of hero fully half of tho standing crop, 
which aggregates about 0,000,000 bushels, 
is damaged beyond recovery, and most of 
that in stacks and sacks lying out is totally 
ruined for anything but feed. Tho uncut 
grain that is knocked down ia beaten into 
the ground or laid so low that the header 
can not reach it. The stems aro matured, 
uo there ia no possibility of rising. The 
weather has cleared up somo, but tho indi- 
cations ure that it will continue 
showery. Thia, following a week 
of incessant downpour, precludes a 
resumption of tho harvest. The 
farmers are left in a bad fix. Current 
prices baroly cover expenses, and tho loss 
of the priucipal part of tho crop adds u 
greater burden than many can bear.

The blaze 
started in the roasting room, and two or 
three small holes wero burned in tho roof, 
the ceiling and tho glass of a window boing 
smashed, besides quito a largo part of tho 
building being Hooded. It is not thought 
that this will damage any goods very much 
as the cofFeo and spices wero mostly in 
water-tight cases. The building was fully 
insured. 

Tho annu.il charity ball in aid of the 
Alexandra Hospital, held in tho Hotel 
Vancouver last night, passed off very 
pleasantly. Scarcely so many people at- 
tended as a year ago, but the lino large din- 
ing room of tho hotel, where the dancing 
took place, was well tilled with a gay and 
festive throng. Reynold's orchestra of nine 
pieces discoursed sweet music, to tho notes 
of which the dancing was kept up with 
y.ost till a seasonable hour this morning. 
Quite a number came in from Now West- 
minster and Victoria to take part in the 
merrymaking, among them being several 
oliicers from the navy. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Oct. 11. — The four- 
masted American schooner Salvator, of San 
Francisco, lit tons, Capt. Wells, arrived 
last evening, and will load lumber at the 
lirunotto mills for Fort Pirio, South Aus 
tralia. She will carry away about 530,000 
feet of lumber. 

Seven members of the Sons of England 
left for Chilliwack this morning for the pur 
pose of forming a lodge of that order this 
evening.

Tho Telephone Co. are making arrange- 
ments to go right ahead with the extension 
of their service to Lidners. A cable to 
Bpan tho river hus been ordered. It is due 
any day, and will bo laid and connected 
within four duys of the time it reaches 
Westminster. Tho Company havo pur- 
chased the Westminster and Laduers tele- 
graph line, which will be ueed in future for 
tho telephone business instead of tho tele- 
gruph. The cable contains four separate 
wires, which will be used as follows : No. 1, 
to Ladner's L aiding; No. 2, to Blaine, to 
connect with tho long distance tolophono 
Bystem of California, Oregon and Washing- 
ton; Nos. and t, to Surrey and Lungiey. 
The extensions to Blaine, Surrey and 
Langley will bs commenced in all probabil- 
ity early next summer. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Oct. 11. — The body of Henry 
Elliott, steward of the steamer City of 
Nanaimo, drowned in tho harbor on Mon- 
day night, was found this afternoon in deep 
water about forty yards from tho place 
whore tho accident occurred. There were 
no marks on the deceased's head. Tho 
funeral takes place to-morrow afternoon. 

Ten davs ugo S E. Mooro and Robert 
McNeil, "of NorthGeld, and S. Shirk, of 
Wellington, left their homes in a small sail 
boat for Lasquetta Island, intending to re- 
turn in three days. They have not sinco 
been heard of. Last week parties from 
Latquetta Island brought word of the find- 
ing of blankets and provisions, etc. , on the 
cast coast of tho island. They had evi- 
dently been washed ashoro. The friends of 
tho missing men fear they havo been 
wrecked in tho recent storms. McNeil is 
married, the others are single. 

Tho brothers Rosewall returned from 
China Creek, report that all work has been 
stopped on account of a heavy fall of snow. 

Steamer Wellington arrived this morning. 
She hud an exceptionally rough passage up 
the Gulf. 

TROUT LIKE, 

Trout Lake Citv, Sept. :10.— Tho 
weather has been brighter, but winter is 
already here, and heavy clothing is a neces- 
sity.

The 
reservations Include over 17,500,000 acres, 
among others the following : Alaska, Afog- 
nak forest and fish culture reserve; Arizona, 
Grand Cunyon forest resorve, 1,851,520 
acres; California, San Gabriel timb.r land 
rosorvo, 555,520 acres; Sierra forest reserve, 
4,090,000 ucres; 6an Bernardino forest re- 
sorve, 7112,790 acres; Trabuca Canyon forest 
resorve, 49.920 acres; Oregon, Bull Run 
timber land reserve, 142,080 acres; Casoade 
Rango forest reserve, 4.492,800 acres; Ash- 
land foreBt reserve, 18,500 acres; Washing- 
ton, Facifio forest reserve, 907,080 acres. 
Mr. McRao explained tho purpoBo of the 
bill to bo to protect forosts, to securo water 
fljw and givo tho department authority to 
sell for legitimate purpoaoa auch timbor as 
can bo spared. 

Irrigation Conference,

Governor 
Markham, of California, raado tho opening 
addresB. Ho said California was an ex- 
amplo of what irrigation had done. Land 
formerly worth Scents to $1.25 an aoro 
was now worth $">O0 to §1,000 an aero. 
Tho delegates wero presented with apples, 
pears, bananas, grapes and other fruitB 
raised by irrigation. 

Oyntcr Beds of Waslilimteu. 

Seattle, Oct. 11.— The local board of ap- 
praisers of tho shoro and tido lands of Kit- 
sap county held a mcotiug on Tuesday in 
Sidney, tho county seat, to discuss tho un- 
developed oyster beds of that county. Tho 
meeting was held for tho purpose of secur- 
ing to the state all the benefits it is entitled 
to in tho mattor of oystor buds. All these 
beds, wherever found of practical value, are 
to be segregated from the general body of tido 
lauds and sold under different conditions to 
tho other tido lands. In Kitsup county 
good natural beds aro said to exist at 
Ostrich bay, near Charleston, and Dog Fish 
bay and at other points. As far as examin- 
ations have been mode over there, the re- 
sults have been quito satisfactory. 

Proposed Silver Currency Kill. 

Washington City, Oct. 11. — Mr. Eng- 
lish, Democrat, of Now Jersey, offered in 
tho House, yesterday, a bill authorizing the 
purchase of 1,000,000 ounces of silver bul- 
lion per month at the current market price, 
and providing for its coinage together with 
any other silver bullion in tlio troastiry not 
Otherwise appropriated or retained by law, 
into half dollars of standard weight and 
fineness now prescribed by law. In case of 
an international agreement between tho 
United States and other countries fixing the 
parity of gold aud silver, tho Secretary of 
the Treasury is to redeem the coins issued 
under this act. 



THE LOCAL MARKETS, 



Potatoes More Plentiful Than for 
Some Time Past— " Eggs 
Is Eggs." 

Flour Takes a Sadden Drop, Due to 
a Wheat Surplus— The 
Game Supply. 



Tho importations of grain and potatoes 
from the Eraser during thu.past week have 
been heavy, and tlio scurcity of the latter is 
now changed to a liberal Bupply. Local 
merchants say they have never known flour 
to bo cheaper than now ; nearly all brands 
have dropped 25 cents in the barrol price, 
and it still has a downward tendency. Tho 
causo of the cheapness is no doubt the sur- 
plus of wheat in the market, which, 
although well stockod, does not appear to 
be glutted. 

(Jamo ia coming in plentifully, but tho 
condition of the meat market otherwise 
seems unchanged. 

Eigs have reached tho exorbitant price 
of 50 cents per dozen on account of their 
scarcity. 

Tho fish market is well atocked with 
halibut, and there also appears to bo a good 
supply of salmon, but tho other varioties 
are very weak. 

Fruits, as usual, aro in good demand, but 
a number ol varieties, such as grapes, are a 
little dearer than last week. A frosh sup- 
ply, however, will bo received by the Aus- 
tralian steamer, and a general drop in 
prices is expected.

A BITTER STRUGGLE. 

The United States Senate to Sit Con- 
tiuuously Till u, Vote 
la Reached. 

The Repealers Profess to Have an 
Assured Majority of 
Eleven Votes. 



Washington, Oct. 11.— It is pretty well 
agreed that iu order to como to a decision 
on tho all important silvor question it 13 
necessary for the Seuato to sit day in and 
day out, tlio Bilver men counting on at least 
a forty-eight hours session. Their plan 
was to make an effort at o'clock this 
noon to secure adjournment, but they did 
not expect to succeed. After the adjourn- 
ment motion was voted down,somo ono of tho 
silver advocates was to take the floor and 
speak until relieved by some other senator 
of like views. The leaders on tho silver 
side say that so far us they can control their 
forceB, they will insist that tho majority 
shall maintain u quorum. It is evident tho 
repeal men will huvo to bo continuously 
present in quite Urge numbers to prevent 
adjournment. A majority of tho senators 
admit that compromise is the most probable 
result of the night session experiment, but 
Senator Voorhecs and hiB immediate fol- 
lowers say tho bill will go through as re- 
ported. A careful canvass of tne Senato 
Bhowa that if a vote should bo reached upon 
the bill as it stands, io would carry by a 
majority of eleven. Tho silver men claim 
that at least eight senators in the affirma- 
tive list are desirous of securing a com- 
promise, aud if some measure can bo devised 
upon which they and theso can agree, th« 
vote will bo reversed. Senator Hill, of 
New York, has presented u petition by lf>,- 
000 merchants ol : New York, asking uncon- 
ditional repeal of the Sherman law. 

Seuator Squire, of Washington, yesterday 
introduced In the Senate an amendment 
to the silver bill, embracing about every- 
thing demanded on both sides of tho ques- 
tion. It provides that tho owner of bullion 
product of mines or refineries in tho United 
States may deposit it nt any mint in an 
amount not less than $100 value to be coined 
into standard dollars of the present weight. 
There is only to 1>3 paid to the perB'.n de- 
positing bullion such a number of dollars as 
is equal to tho commercial value of tho 
silver bullion on tho day of deposit, tho 
difference between tho commeicial value 
and the mint value to bo retained by the 
Government as seignoroge ; deposits of 
bullion for coinage noc to exceed §2,000,000 
per month, and when .tho number of silver 
dollars coined shall reach the sum of $100,- 
000,000 further coinage shall cease. 
The Beignorago is to be retained in the 
treasury as a reserve fund for the purposo 
of maintaining tho parity of every dollar 
issued under this act. The silver dollars to 
bo a legal tender in all payments at their 
full value, and no certificates aro to be 
issued to represent them. The secretary of 
the Treasury is authorized to issuo bonds 
with interest not to exceed 3 per cent., re- 
deemable at the pleasure of tho United 
States after five years, for tho purpose of 
maintaining all money at a par with gold 
dollars. The national banking associations 
are entitled to receive circulating notes to 
tho par value of bonds on deposit, provided 
tho aggregate of such notes for which any 
association is liable shall not exceed tho 
capital stock paid in. The amendment is in 
fact a new bill, striking out all of tho old 
bill after the enacting clause. It is under- 
stood Teller, Allison, Sherman and others 
say it iB the best compromise yet suggested. 



PRESBYTERIAN HERETICS. 

Two Ohio Clergymen on Trial for Their 
Objectionable Deliverances. 

Cincinnati, O., Oct. 11.— The synod of 
Ohio of tho Presbyterian church assembled 
in annual session to-day at tho Second 
church. The attendance of delegates and 
visitors, both divines and laymen, was un- 
usually large, the spacious auditorium being 
filled to oveiflowing. The interest mani- 
fested in the meeting is mainly duo to the 
fact that the synod will be called upon to 
try tho appeal of Dr. Henry Preserved 
Smith, who wag convicted of heresy by the 
Cincinnati Presbytery last December aud 
suspended from ministerial functions. It iB 
probable that tho trial will occupy an entire 
week. Prof. Smith will conduct his own 
case without assistance. The prosecuting 
committee will be the same as that which 
conducted the cise before tho local presby- 
tery, Dr. William McKibben, Rev. Thomas 
O. Lowe and Elder Shields. The friends of 
Professor Smith have little hope that he 
will secure either an acquittal or a reversal 
of the verdict, of the presbytery. 

Still another case of importance that will 
demand tho attention of the synod concerns 
Rev. Dr. Sprecher, the famous liberal min- 
ister of Cleveland. Some months ago he de- 
livered a sermon to largely tinged with 
theological radio ilism that ho was called 
upon by tho presbytery to make explana- 
tion. His answer was satisfactory and he 
wau exonerated. The last synod, however, 
came to the conclusion that the explanation 
was not satisfactory, aud the presbytery 
was instructed to afford the preacher an- 
other opportunity to withdraw tho objec- 
tionable utterances. To this ho replied that 
ho had nothing more to say, and tho Pres- 
bytery of Cleveland, which in the only 
liberal one in thu Htate, declined to further 
inquire into tho matter. This being tho 
state of affairs, tho matter comes bsfore tho 
synod for lurther action.

AUSTRIAN POLITICS. 

The Currency Question -To Ite-orirnulzo tho 
Belchsrath— Suffrage 

Vienna, Oct. 11.— Minister Stoinbach, 
referring to the financial situation iu the 
Reichsratb, Baid tho Austrian securities 
which w-oro flowing back consisted chiefly 
of silver rentes. Foreign countries wero 
now frightened at tho very name of silver, 
therefore, Austria adhered to tho view ex- 
isting in connection with that motal. 
Tho finance minister predicted that 
in the course of a few years Aus- 
tria would possess tho wholo amount 
rif gold she required, while the 
United States would be passing through an 
unprecedented crisis. Austria, ho added, 
was frco from difficulties, and tho currency 
must not bo restricted or inflated. America, 
ho said, showed to what inllation led. Tho 
Minister of War presented a bill reorganiz- 
ing and increasing tho Landwehr, remarking 
that tho growth of tho army estimates 
would continue, owing to political condi- 
tions which were not likely to alter. Tho 
Ministry hus presented a bill in the Reichs- 
rath granting auff'rago in all elections to any 
one properly fulfilling his duties iib a citizen. 
This is considered a very clever move, us it 
outs the ground from beneath the feet of 
the agitators. Tho proposals contained in 
the bill produced a profound impression. 
The socialists, are not satisfied with the mea- 
sure, bocatiso it does not touch tho existing 
group system of election with four classes 
of constituencies. On the other side it is 
argued that tho proposed reforms only apply 
to tho middle classes, whoso vote3 would bo 
Bwamped by increased socialist votes. It is 
not at all certain that the bill will bo passed, 
but its introduction iB regarded as most im- 
portant as opening an era of parliamentary 
reform.

Beiupr Vigorously Prosecuted—

Messrs. EL Abbott aud J. M. Buxton, of 
Vancouver, have just returned from a trip 
through tho Cariboo District ; they are in- 
terested in hydraulic mining claims on the 
HorBelly Creek, which is being developed 
at a large outlay. Water and roadB seem 
to bo tho all important requirements — as 
regards tho former, already about ten miles 
of ditch have been dug, and thoro is still a 
considerable extent to make. To get 
machinery in, the company ia also doing a 
largo amount of roai making, having so far 
opened about thirty miles, and there is yet 
about fifteen miles more to complete it from 
the 108-mile post on tho Cariboo stage 
route. Mr. Buxton saya moro gold has 
gone out of Cariboo within the last few 
years than ever before, but no correct idea 
can bo formed of how much. Tho minors 
aro tho Chinese, and they have the faculty 
of keeping their mouths closed as to how 
they are succeeding. From one Chinaman 
he learned that thoso working in •Quesncllo 
River make $10 to $30 a day 
with the rocker, and there aro about 
COO congregated about the Forks of the river 
where their chief villago is. They work in- 
discriminately along tho creeks wherever 
they think any pay dirt is to be found. The 
gold goes in the dust to China without 
passing through the bulks, aud every 
Chinaman returning takes quite a quantity 
of it. Mr. Buxton brought down boiiir very 
pretty nuggets from various creeks, as well 
as several samples of coarse gold. 

Tho parties who recently were reported 
to have acquired certain claims at Queanelle 
Forks are said to be going to expend $.'!0O,- 

000 in bringing in water and opening up tho 
claims, and they calculate to take out all 
the money in tho first seuBon. The Ques- 
nello Forks Canal and Hydraulic Mining 
Co., which has recently been incorporated, 
and whose prospectus is now before the 
public, should havo no difficulty in obtain- 
ing the required capitul to carry cut its pro- 
jects. Hydraulic mining should commend 
itself to all — even the most, conservative 
capitalist— iu a locality like Queanelle Forks, 
when the presenco of the " precious 
dust " is 60 well known to exist as to put 
any respectably constituted schema beyond 
the category of mere adventure and place it 
on the list of enterprises to be encouraged 
by all who seek the advancement of British 
Columbia. It may not be out of place here 
to mention a few well authenticated figures 
relative to tho cost of working tho vurioua 
clusHea of gold deposits by methods appli- 
cable to the respective claeseB, viz. :

SLAVERY W ALASKA. 

Contract Chinamen at the Canneries Com- 
pelled to Work Twenty Hours 
per Day. 

San FRANCISCO, Oct. 11.— Tho bark Elsi- 
nore, from Loring, Alaska ; the bark 
Fresno, from Pyramid harbor, and the bark 
ISleotric, from Prince William sound, havo 
arrived with cargoes of salmon and 100 
fishermen and Chinamen. The salmon catch 
brought to this port to date is 2,058,818 
cases, and 17,532 barrels salted. The sea- 
son has about, closed. Several more cargoes 
are expected next week. There was a dead 
Chinaman on tho l'Usinore. Tho condition 
of iho Chinese laborers on the three barks 
is loathsome and almost pestilential. Nearly 
all aro penniless, having gambled their 
earnings away. It ia the custom of tho 
proprietors of the canneries to run them 
from four o'clock in tho morning until mid- 
night if necessary to pack a day'H supply of 
tiah. It is contract work, and tho China- 
men are driven to their utmost capacity. 
The inhuman strain has resulted, according 
to reports of whito men who havo returned, 
in several ileaths among the Chinese al- 
ready. Tho hard and incessant labor has 
reduced their vitality, and their food, 
opium smoking, and doga' way of living 
have completed their awful condition. A 
worao Bet of human beings haa seldom been 
landed in this port. Somo of them were 
afflicted with scurvy and look only half 
alivo.

THE " N02T-RBPRESBNTA TIVE " 
CONVENTION. 

Tho Kamloops Convention, of which so 
much has been heard, and for which tho 
Independent agitators have been so long 
preparing, is not likely to prove u very in 
Uuential gathering. Tho delegates were 
very few, and, however worthy and respect- 
able they may be in their private capacity, 
they cannot, with any approach to propriety, 
be said to be representative of tho inhabit- 
ants of the Mainland. For instance, is there 
any ono in the Province bold enough to say 
that Mujor-General Twiggo, tho solo delo 
gato from Vuncouver at tho Convention, 
represents the opinions and the wishes in 
political matters of tho citizens of Vancou- 
ver ? That ho should take upon himself, 
chosen as he was, and one of a delegation of 
four, to speak and act for tho electors of 
that city, appears to us to be a piece of pre- 
sumption for which no parallel can bo found 
in tho political history of this Province. 

This extriordinary convention has its 
humorous side. We aeo by ono of tho reso- 
lutions which it has passed that it denies 
the " moral " right of the Legislative As- 
sembly of the Province, constitutionally 
elected, to legislate in any important mat- 
ter for the people of tho Province, yet these 
twenty-five gentlemen, choson goodness 
knows how or by whom, take upon them- 
solves to speak and act for tho inhabitants 
of the Mainland in matters in which the in- 
terests notof onesection of the Province only, 
but of both sections, aro involved. If tho 
present Legislative Assembly is to be con- 
temned because it is not sufficiently repre- 
sentative, how is the Kamloops Convention, 
which represents very fow indeed of the 
electors except thoso who compose it, to bo 
regarded ? It is surprising that somo of tho 
members of the Convention had not sense of 
humor enough to see the ridiculous position 
which tho delegates, so-called, occupied. 

The resolutions passed by the Convention 
are very flimsy in themselves, and wo do 
not think that reBpect for the body from 
which they emanate will give them any 
greater weight in tho community than thoir 
intrinsic merit deserves. 

Tho very first resolution in which the co- 
operation of the Island is invited shows that 
oxporience has taught tho Constitutional 
Loaguera a very valuable and greatly needed 
loBSon. They now see that tho policy of 
secession or separation with which they 
startod is obnoxious to the people of tho 
wholo Province. They havo, thero- 
foro, virtually repudiated separation 
in thoir first resolution, although they had 
not discernment enough to Bee that they re- 
affirmed it iu tho second, in which they ex- 
press their "warm approval" of tho petition 
praying for the interference of tho Federal 
Government with Provincial legislation, tho 
last paragraph of which, as Mr. Davie re- 
minded them a fow nights provioualy, reads 
as follows : 

That, therefore, tho people of tho said 
Mainland portion of British Columbia object 
moat strongly to tho squandering of the 
Provincial resourcoa in non producing under- 
takings by tho vote of a nou-repreaentativo 
Houso, aud aro now advocating tho separ- 
ation of tho Mainland from the Island as 
tho surest relief from the evils under which 
thoy at preaont BttfTer. 

It ia seou from this that tho trail of tho 
aecesaionist ia over all tho proceedings of tho 
Kamloops Convention, aud cannot be con- 
cealod. 

Tho resolution in which tho Convention 
assorts "That as our present Legislature 
is not fairly reprcaoutativo of the people, it 
has no moral right to legislate for them," 
shows how crudo aro tho idoaa of the train- 
era of tho resolutions and thoso who voted 



for them. Every intelligent man in tho ! 
country knows that the present Legislative 
Assembly has all the legal and moral rights 
that any other Legislative Assembly of tho 
Province ever posaeised. 

If its legiektion ia not legally and mor- 
ally valid tho legislation of every Assembly 
that legislated for tho Province ia not valid. 
Tho present Assembly is aa competent to 
perforin every not of constitutional legisla- 
tion as was any Assembly that every mot 
ainco ISritiali Columbia becamo a Province of 
tho Dominion. Tho anomalies of represent- 
ation that now exist havo existed all along, 
but no body of men has ever before been so 
foolish aa to question tho moral right of tho 
Assembly to legialato for tho people. 

We havo neither tho time nor tho spaco 
to review tho prooeediuga of thia baker's 
dozen of non representativo men at any 
length. Wo might, however, call attention 
to the third resolution, und which muy fit- 
tingly bo called tho stagnation clause. It 
reads as follows : 

"Resolved, that this convention deairea to 
put upon record its omphatic opinion that no 
legislation binding tho Province to any ex- 
penditure, other than that necessary to car- 
rying out the ordinary work of tho country, 
should bo passed by tho preaont Par- 
liament." 

So tho convention wiaheB to put on record 
its emphatic opinion that not a 
pick is to bo struck upon a railroad, or a 
spade of gravel turned upon any new wagon 
road until the year of graco 1805 shall ho 
well on towards its expiration. In tho 
year 189-1 there ia to bo a complete cessa- 
tion of public works throughout tho Prov- 
ince. 

This is a reversal of tho avowed 
policy of the Premier with a vengeance. 
No homo for tho aged and infirm at Kam- 
loops ; no wagon road from Fairview to 
Grand Prairie; uo wagon road from Lytton to 
Liilooot; no aid toreclaim theSumasprairieB; 
no wagon roads iu the Chilcotin country ; 
no public works in Liilooot; no commuui 
cation from the " 150 " to tho Horsefly ; no 
development roads for Kooteuay ; none of 
tho many other public undertakings which 
tho necessities of tho country loudly call for 
and for which it is the duty of tho Legisla- 
ture to provido tho funds. No Chilliwack 
and New Westminster railway ; no aid to 
tho traflic bridge acroas tho Fraaer ; no 
Spences bridge and Nicola road ; uo 
Nakusp and Slocan road ; no roads of 
any kind upon Vancouver Island, nor any of 
tho islands in tho Gulf; no bridges — no 
wharves— no nothing. Whero would these 
people land tho country if they had their 
way 1 

THE STANDING ARMIES. 

The immense outlay of tho great Euro- 
pean powers for naval aud military pur- 
poses is often dooply deplored, and many 
whoao opinions are entitled to respect pre- 
dict that bankruptcy must follow, if the ex- 
penditure ia continued for any length of 
time. It is said that tho nations must re- 
duce their armaments or meet financial ruin 
and all tho evila which such ruin implies. 
Tho ordinary newspaper reader, when ho 
reflects on tho great cost of armies and 
navies aud sees tho figures which represent 
the annual cxpondituro they require, 
wonders how the people aro able to bear 
tho great burden of taxation which tho 
maintenance of these vast establishments 
places on their shoulders and readily be- 
lieves tho predictions of ruin which ho 
reads. 

Tho oditor of tho North American Re- 
Tiew, knowing that onquiring persona 
would like to bu in a position to form an 
intelligent opinion on this subject, applied 
to Sir Charles Dilko, who is allowed to bo 
an authority, for his opinion of tho matter. 
Sir CharleB 1 reply is contained iu a Bhort 
articlo in the October number of the Review. 
Hia conclusions do not agreo with those 
that uro current on the subject. Ho bo- 
lioves that tho nations of Europo do not 
feel the expense of maintaining their prea- 
ont naval and military establishments to be 
intolerably burdensome, and thero is no 
prospect of any of them being seriously em- 
barrassed because of ita army and navy 
expenditure. 

Tho armaments of Europo, Sir Charles 
Dilke says, depend mainly upon tho arma- 
ments of France. That nation has been 
spending a great deal for naval and military 
purposes, and it keeps on spending. But 
she is well able to bear the drain on hor 
resources which this expenditure causes. 
" Such, however, is the wealth of France," 
ho says, " that there is no immediate pros- 
pect of her ccaaing to pay her way." 

Few persons will bo prepared to hear that 
the war expenditure of Groat Britain is 
greater than that of any other European 
power. Tho Britiah Empire spenda on an 
average from §250,000,000 to {280,000,000 a 
year on her army and hor navy. The ox- 
penao of the army in India is, of course, in- 
cluded in thia sum. The British nrmy is 
very costly, and the reaults produced aro 
not commensurato with tho price paid for 
thorn. Hut thoro is no sign that Great 
Britain cannot boar the burden of thia great 
expenditure. 

Franco spends on her army and navy 
$'200,000,000 a year. Sho has a very large 
army, kept in constant readiness for war, 
and hor navy ia second only to that of Great 
Britain, and much moro powerful than that 
of any other nation. Tho conclusion to which 
Sir Charloa cornea, uftor discuBsing France'a 
ability to pay, ia thia : " On tho wholo, it 
must bo admitted that French finance ia im- 
proving, instead of running down toward 
bankruptcy, of which thero is not at preaont 
tho smallest aign." 

"Tho annual coat of tho German naval and 
military establishments, about which so 
much has been Baid and written, ia reckoned 
to bo about §190,000,000. This iucludos the 
military budgots of Bavaria, Saxony ond 
Wurtemburg. About Germany's ubility to 
pay her navy and army bills Sir Charles ia 



silent, except in his general* remark that 
with tho doubtful exception of Italy, none 
of tho Continental powers are marching 
towards a bankruptcy well in view." 

Russia's Immense army does not coat her 
moro than §170,000,000 a year, and Russia ia 
now neurer to paying her way, in Bpito of 
famine and iu apito of pestilence, than sho 
has been for many years past. Austria- 
Hungary maintains a largo army, and is 
able to pay for it. At any rato, in Sir 
Charles Dilko's opinion, it has no roaBon 
whatever to apprehend bankruptcy. Austria, 
too, is in a better position to pay her way 
than sho haB been for some time. Italy has 
boon spending moro on her army and hor 
navy than sho cau afford, und alto aeema-to 
be painfully awaro of her position and ia 
consequently decreasing her expenditure 
Sho ia, in fact, tho only power in Europe 
that is showing that her exertions to keep 
up a largo army and a powerful navy aro 
oxhaustiug her. 

It ia possible that Sir Charles Dilko may 
bo miatakon, but if ho is right, thero is little 
chanco of any of tho great European powers 
being deterred from continuing its prepara- 
tions for war from fear of bankruptcy, 



THE PROHIBITION CONFERENCE. 

A very largo Prohibition conference has 
been held in Toronto. It was attended by 
nearly ono thousand delegates. Tho pro- 
ceedings were most harmonious. The plebis- 
cite for Ontario waa one of tho subjects dis- 
cussed. Tho great majority of the dele- 
gates were in f ivor of it, but it was disap- 
proved of by u very respectable minority. 
Opposition to it, however, was futile, as tho 
ordinance to take tho popular vole on tho 
subject has gouo forth. What action will 
bo taken if the vote is favorable to prohibi- 
tion is something that no one seems to bo 
able oven to guess. 

Tho question whether a province baa 
power, under tho constitution, to enact a 
prohibitory law ia a doubtful one. Eminent 
lawyers do not agreo on tho poiut. Sir John 
Thompson is of opinion that it is Dot within 
tho competeucy of a province to pass a pro- 
hibition law, aud Sir Oliver Mowat haa aaid 
that tho provinces havo that power. There 
is talk of submitting tho question to tho 
judges of the Supremo Court of Canada. 

Sir John Thompson was questioned pretty 
closely on tho Bubjtct at ono of hia Ontario 
meetings by a freo and independent elector. 
He expressed himself favorable to temper- 
ance, but declined to commit himself to any 
courso of action with respect to prohibition. 
Ho spoko on the subject with his usual good 
sense and moderation. With respect to tho 
power of prohibitive legislation, ho aaid : 

The queation haa been ruised how far tho 
power of prohibition reals in tho Dominion 
Parliament or the Provincial Legislature. 
My own mind haa no doubt whatever. My 
own opiniou is that the power of prohibition 
rests with tho Dominion Parliament, uud I 
would not have thought that that would bo 
contradicted if it were not that bo great an 
authority as tho Premier of Ontario has chal- 
lenged that position and asked me to got 
the opinion of tho courts of tho country 
whether hiH Government or ours has the 
power of prohibition. If it will forward 
Canadian interests to have the queation dis- 
cussed in tho courts, I am willing to join 
with him and submit that question, pro- 
vided tho statement on which the opinion 
of the court is asked is an explicit aud fair 
one on which wo could obtain a definite 
answer Lorn the courts.

An ORDER that plaintiff give $100 secur- 
ity in the case of Beer Bros. vs. Cullister, 
was made in chambers yesterday. 

Tiik water front thieves have again been 
at work ; this time it is n largo boat bo- 
longing to tho Buco Rocks lighthouse that 
is missing. 

A 31 BETING of subscribers to tho Mer- 
chants Exohange Club is to be held at the 
Board of Trade rooms this morning, when 
tho committee on organization will present 
their report. 

Jessie Peat, who during tho past few 

mouths has established an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the police, has agaiu been 
lodged behind the lura. This time she is 
charged with window breaking. 

The application of the plaintiffs for leavo 
to enter final judgment in the salt of the 
First National Hank of Onion, Oregon va. 
Raynes and Nightingale, came up in 
chambers yesterday and was dismissed. 

Mr. Burton- and Mr. Stowart, of this 
city, have returned to Vernon from the 
mountains and report very severe weather ; 
the snow finally drove them out. The sever- 
ity of the weather did not spoil their sport, 
for numerous caribou, mule deer, bear and 
wolf fell to their rifUs. 



The petition ogsinst tho return of Dr. 
Watt as member lor Cariboo in the Provin- 
cial Legislature is about to bo abandoned, a 
motion having been made in Chambers yes- 
terday to fix a time for an appeal for leave 
to withdraw the petition. Thursday, 
October 10, was fixed us the day for hearing 
tho petition. 

Ah Bow was charged in the Police court 
yesterday with supplying whiskey to an 
Indian. The Siwash was fined for posses- 
sion on Tuesday, and feeling a little sore, 
decided to get oven by producing tho sup- 
plier and also a witness who Haw the sale 
made. The witness did not show up yes- 
terday, having an unwarrantable fear that 
if he camo near tho " skookum house" he 
might not get away. He will be present, 
however, to-day. 

W. H. Barnstable, a stoker on the Ihg- 
ship Royal Arthur, has been charged with 
the larceny of a number of trinketB from 
ono of tho rooms in the White House hotel. 
The accused makes no denial of the charge, 
but says ho was drunk and did not know 
•what he was doing. Ho had already re- 
turned tho missing articles! before the in- 
formation was laid, and informed tho occu- 
pant of tho room that if anything had been 
lost, it would bi paid for. 

' For the past 24 hours a wind storm of 
considerable severity has been raoing in and 
around Victoria, signs, shutterB and chim- 
nies suffering us usual. Tho telephone ser- 
vice has beau damaged, tho tolegraphic com- 
munication disturbed for a time, and smaller 
shipping held wind-bound in port. Ono or 
two of the sealing fleet dragged anchor early 
yesterday morning, but sustained no dam- 
ago. The crops in the agricultural districts 
are again beaten down and numerous small 
mishaps reported in town. In constquence 
of the gale the Premier did not get away for 
Vancouver until 7:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning ; she returned prompt on time, but 
had not connected with tho Pacifio express. 

Conscientious scruples on tho part of 
one of tho jurymen about receiving tho $10 
due him as his fees for attendance at the 
special assize just concluded, havo resulted 
in the funds of the Protestant Orphans' 
Homo being enriched to thut extent. The 
juror when he attended 7 yesterduy morning 
at tho paying office /requested tho clerk 
there to hand over the money to some char- 
itable institution, us. he would not receive it, 
but tho cleric explained that it must either 
be paid to tho juror or remain in the public 
treasury. A gentleman interested in tho 
Orphans' Home hearing the conversation 
suggested that tho juror should sign for tho 
money and hand it over to this deserving 
charity, and the suggestion was quickly 
adopted. 

The initiatory show of the Poultry Club's 
nerie3, held in the Public Markot building 
last evening, did not draw the crowd which 
it undoubtedly would have hud tho weather 
been less tempestuouB, A dozen or more 
good Leghorns were shown, and after care- 
ful handling, first prize went to Mr. J. 
Gardiner, on a fine cockerel thut scored 95J, 
closely pushed by a bird which scored Ob, 
but for white in tho wing, which will moult 
out when the bird reaches maturity. The 
pullets showed good form and color, but, 
ware not moulted out ; Mr. Gardiner uIho 
took first and second in this class. A white 
Leghorn pullet was shown which will score 
well at tho winter Bhow. After tho awards 
hud been announced, an interesting discus 
Bion on scoring took place, and tho judge 
fully explained tho points of tho difTurout 
specimens Next Wednesday, Plymouth 
Rocks and Pekin ducks will bo on hand ; 
all interested in poultry aro invited to at 
tend and bring birds for examination. 

jHARLES Wiixon, whoso face is a familiar 
ono in the Ci'y Police court, was in the dock 
again yesterduy, churged with obtaining by 
false pretences tho sum of $1, A plea of 
•' not guilty" was ontored and tho prisoner 
elected for trial in tho higher court. Wil- 
eon is a mau with an unenviable record. Tn 
June last ho was wandering about tho city 
ostensibly in search of employment, und fell 
in with a kindly Salvationist who offered to 
give him a job of wood sawing. Wilson 
pleaded that ho had no Baw, aad when ono 
was bought that he might go to work ho 
took it to tho nearest pawnshop und realized 
upon it. For this ho gob a month at hard 
labor. Ho was next hoard from on Septem- 
ber 5, when ho was convicted of obtaining 
$1 from an Indian for tho purpose of buying 
liquor for the Siwush.

While tho Victoria Theatre is dark and 
deserted, the Calhoun Opera Company, Froh- 
man's "Girl I Left Behind Me'' Company 
uud half u dozen other goud attractions are 
flaying the Sound circuit. 

There will bo no prosecution in tho caso 
of O. M. Crozier, charged with being an 
accessory in the alleged robbery of a man 
named Hunnigar, Edward Mutch, who 
was accused us the principal wus tried and 
acq uitted. 

Rev P. McF. MacLeod, of this city, is 
advertised to deliver his lecture'on "That 
Young Man," at Vancouver on Monday 
evening next. He will also preach iho 
special sermons at the opening of tho First 
Presbyterian church on Sunday. 

Owing to disarrangements in the wires 
during the greater part of last evening thcro 
was no telegraphic communication East of 
Winnipeg, and no connection between Van- 
couver anil Seattle. This, of course, mater- 
ia ly interfered with the Colonist's dis- 
patches. 

This evening, at Harmony hall, the mem- 
bers of Segher's Council, No. 5S, Y.M I., 
will enjoy with their friends one of those 
pleasant social dances for providing which 
tho Institute is famous. Admittance will 
bo by invitation only, und tho muaio will bo 
provided by the well known Brown-Rich- 
ardson orchestra.

THE SCHOOL BOARD. 



An Explanation of tho Police Ser- 
geant's Visit Asked— Children's 
Luncheons. 



New Teacher for Victoria West-Ten- 
ders for Desks-Ground 
Improvements. 



Tho School Board held a regular monthly 
meeting last oveniug, Charles Hayward, 
chairman, presiding, uud there being ulso 
present Trustees Murchant, Yates, Saund- 
ers and Lovoll, and tho secretary, B. Wil- 
liams. 

Applications for positions as janitors and 
as teachers, and for a share of fire inauronco 
on the now buildings woro read and re- 
ceived. It wus decided to havo some insur- 
unco placed on tho buildings during con- 
struction. 

Rev. P. McF. Macleod applied for tho 
use of tho James Gay school house for Sun- 
day tchool purposes. Granted. 

A letter from Principal Nothorby report- 
ing, among othor tilings, tho visit of Ser- 
geant Hawtou for tho purpose of searching 
lor knives und catapults, wus laid on the 
table. 

Skeno Lowo wrote requesting tho board 
to provido facilities bo tnut the children at- 
tending the public schuols could aecureucup 
of coffee or chocolate, or a plate of soup, 
with the dry lunches which thoso living ut 
a distance hud to bring. It was resolved 
thut Mr. Lowo should be informed that, the 
board could not undertake tho responsibility 
of providing refreshments lor the children. 

Mr. Soule, architect of thu North Wurd 

hool, attended and showed tho board the 
advantage of at onco providing for tho 
levelling of tho grounds ubout tho new 
building. It wus decided to call for touderB 
for tho work. 

Tho attendance report for September 
howed an average daily attendance of 1,- 
07 1 , uu average actual attendance of 1,051, 
and a total ot 1,921 pupils in actual at- 
tendance, this being an average of 47 per 
teacher, uud a considerable iucreuso on the 
attendance of the samo month last year. 

Tenders for tho supply oi 500 desks wero 
opened und read. These were from Lemon, 
Oonuaaou & Co., Taylor Mill Co., Muirheud 
& Mann, Martin & Robertson, Sehl, Haatie, 
Erskine Co., und J»mea Hastio. As the ten- 
ders wero not completo us to descriptions of 
tho desks, tho liuurd ould como to no con- 
clusion, und, therefore, referred tho mutter 
to a special committee, conaisting of Trus- 
tees Saunders, Murchant and the Chairman. 

Trustee Murchant reported liuving visited 
tho Victoria West, school, where ho found 
that it was ub-olutely necessary that some- 
thing should bo done with tho lowest class, 
which was too largo to ba dealt with by the 
present teacher alone. Ho advised thut an 
udditionul teuchor bo secured, und that 
two classeB bo conducted in tho same room, 
this being declared to be praoticuble. This 
suggestion was adopted. 

Trusteo Marchunt called attention to the 
fact that there were in attendunco at the 
Victoria West school quite a number of 
children from outside the limits of the city, 
aud as theso extra pupils would probably 
compel tho erection of a new school before 
long, ho thought that steps should bo takon 
to secure assistance from tho government 
towards the cost of con»truction. 

Tho visit of a city policeman to the pub- 
lic schools was also brought up by Trustee 
Marchant, who thought an inquiry should 
bo instituted us to tho right of tho police to 
uct in this way. 

Trustee LoVELL defended tho action of 
the police, whoso duty he thought it was to 
confiscate the catapults. As to tho search 
for knives, not only had there been several 
robberies of knives, but it was a fact that a 
number of knives had been brought to tho 
city with improper transparencies in tho 
handles, aud one of theso wus actually found 
in a boy's possession. 

On motion of Trusteo Marchant, it was 
resolved thut a communication bo sent to tho 
Chief of Police asking for an oxplunation. 

The board then went iuto committee, with 
closed doors. 

In committee tho Board appointed Mr. 
Tait as additional teacher in tho Victoria 
West school.

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RIO AGAIN ATTACKED. 

The Capital iu a State of Panic- 
Three Hundred Houses 
Damaged. 



Admiral Hello's Mauifesto-His Object 
the Cause of Liberty aud 
Republicanism, 



New York, Oot. 11.— A Herald Monte- 
video dispatch Bays : Admiral Mello haB 
onco moro opened firo on Rio, and tho capi- 
tal is in a state of panic. Much anxioty iB 
felt in that city to know what action Presi- 
dent Cleveland will instruct Minister 
Thompson to take with regard to the ques- 
tion of supporting tho Argentine und Chil- 
ian Ministers in Rio in ft protest against tho 
resident diplomats of other nations iiitei far- 
ing between tho belligerents. Thoy have 
raised the cry of " America for tho Ameri- 
cans," and assert that this is just tho timo 
when tho Monroe dootrino should bo unmis- 
takably asserted. Admiral Mello haa 
issued a manifesto in which ho declares that 
in case of his success over President Peixoto 
he will adhero rigidly to Republican institu- 
tions and forms of government. This is a 
heavy blow to the hopes of thoso who thought 
the revolt cloaked a royalist plot to restore 
to Brazil tho deposed monarchy. Mello'a 
manifesto was published to-day and is 
addressed to all Brazilians. Peixoto is 
charged with violating the constitution 
and sacrificing the most vital resources of 
tho country by exposiug it for many months 
to civil war. " I have solemnly declared," 
Mello continues, "and I now repeat, that 
neither 1 nor my companions aspire to power 
for our own beuelit. Our only object, is to 
save aud restore peace to an oppressed 
country. I am fully convinced of the final 
triumph of the campaign which wo have un- 
dertaken, because it ia tho cause of liberty 
and republicanism and meutis redemption 
of the country from oppression and tyr- 
anny." 

The World's Rio Janeiro dispatch under 
date of October ij says : Tho insurgent 
vesselb Lucy, Volcano and Gloria were de- 
feated in an attempt to capturo the steamer 
St. Diogo at tho Lloyd bonded warehouses, 
near ITainha. Tho same vessels, with tho 
Trajano, Jupiter and Uranus, sent a Btorm 
of shell, grupe and canister over tho busi- 
ness part of the town. Five citizens wero 
killed outright and a great many wounded. 
Upwards of IJOO houses wero moro or less 
seriously damaged. Soveral oflicera aud 
men of the land forco wero killed and 
wounded, but the loss among them was not 
great. It ia ' known that some of 
tho vessels' crewa were killed. Nic- 
thsroy was again bombarded yeBterday 
and at night the fleet sent a forco to Maua, 
in the direction of Petropolis, but it was 
driven back by troops from the Eotrella 
powder works. Tho fight was tho most 
bloody that haa occurred since tho revolt 
began a month ago. 

Washington City, Oot. 11 — Secretary 
Herbert has received several telegrams from 
Capt. Picking, of the United States cruiser 
Charleston, now at Rio. One of these dis- 
patches confirms the associated press tele- 
gram from Rio which said one of tho forts 
in the harbor surrendered to the insurgent 
lleet to day. It waB Fort Villegaignon, 
situated on an island in Rio bay. It sur- 
rendered for lack of supplies. Its guns 
ware of old Btylo and not capable of doing 
much damage. 

CHINESE IMMIUIIATION. 

It Was Never the Wish of the Pekln Govern- 
ment to lireuk V. S. Laws. 

Washington, Oct. 11.— -Jo seems that 
Senator Dolph, of Oregon, was misinformed 
when he stated point black in the Senate 
yesterday that the Chinese Government had 
not aBked for an extension of time for the 
Chinese residents of the United States to 
register under a modified form of the Geary 
act. In the brief executive session, iu 
which Mr. Dolph'a own resolution came in 
for official consideration, information on 
this subject was brought out to-day. Tho 
senators from the Pacilic coast received the 
aasuranco that the passage of the Dolph 
reaolution was entirely unnecessary. 

They were informed, in fact, that the 
new Chinese minister had, iu tho name of 
his Government, given assurance that if 
some of the ofl'ensivo features of the Geary- 
law were modified the Chinese residents in 
the United States were ready to comply 
with the registration proviaiona. It was 
upon this understanding that the treasury 
department and tho attorney-general laid 
their heads together in the production of 
the McCreury bill modifying tho Everett 
Chinese bill. 

When the bill had been enacted into a 
law it is understood that the Six Companies 
will be directed by the Chinese government 
to withdraw all opposition to the Chinese 
registration, unci both governments will 
work iu accord in restricting Chineso immi- 
gration into tho United States. It has 
never been the wish of tho Chinese govern- 
ment that its subjects should land on these 
shores in opposition to tho wish of our 
people. Now that both governments havo 
reached a basis of agreement, it ia confi- 
dently expected that restrainta mutually 
acceptable will be put on the Chinese immi- 
gration, and there will bo but little neces- 
sity for deportation under any exclusion 
act.

THE LATE DR. MACSWAIN. 

Tho announcement of tho death of Angus 
MacSwain, M.D., L.R.C.P., contained in 
tho Colonist a few daya sinco, was re- 
ceived here and in all other parts of British 
Columbia whero tho deceased waa known 
with siucerest regret. Dr. MacSwain was 
for some timo a resident of Victoria, and 
hero ho built up an extensive practice and 
burrounded himself with many friends, his 
marked ability in his chosen profession 
commanding tho admiration of tho public, 
while his sterling worth as a man and his 
kindliness of heart made him beloved aa 
well us esteemed. In his long und valiant 
battle against the dread disease which ulti- 
mately fastened upon him, Dr. MacSwain 
had tho general and genorous sympathy of 
tho entire province, and when tho fatal ter- 
mination of the strugglo was annouueed, all 
felt that British Columbia had lost one of 
her foremost citizens, whose good works 
had been many and whoso placo cannot 
easily bo filled. 

Dr. MacSwain wfts of Scottish descent, 
born in Portage Belfast, Princo Edward 
Island. As ft child ho wua particularly 
bright in his Btudica, and at an early ago 
began hia public Ufa work— teaching 
Bchool before ho was quite sixteen. This 
ho made a stepping stone to the profcasion 
ho loved, not only educating others, but 
early and late proceeding with hie own ad- 
vancement in study. After somo years of 
teaching he be^an hia college life iu McGill 
University, Montreal, Canada, but finally 
decided to study at Harvard University, 
where ho graduated in 1ST.'!. 

Ho began practice in Murray River, 
when tho work getting so great ho was 
urged by his mother to return home, fear- 
ing his health would suffer from overwork. 
Then for somo years in his native place he 
rendered to those in suffering the assistance 
ho was so well fitted to give, going even at 
the risk of injuring his own health, To do 
his " duty " was hia life desiro. 

In 187S ho found some change waB neces- 
sary for his health and going to Scotland for 
a short time, he studied iu Edinburgh, then 
proceeding on to London, England, whero 
he studied, receiving a degree as Licentiate 
of tho Royal College of Physicians. Re- 
turning to his home ho for a short timo 
resumed practico, but fearing his health 
might not stand long that cold climate, and 
hoping ft change would be boneticial in 
many wayB, he uccepted tho kind offer of a 
friend to sail with him in his ship to South 
America, whero in Pernambuco^this friend 
felt almost auro a pluce was open for 
such a man us Dr. MacSwain. 
But to their great disappointment 
it waa found that a foreigner must pass an 
examination in their own language. Though 
so well qualified, Dr. MacSwain wus not pre- 
pared for this, ao he finally decided to re- 
turn to a Northern climate. 

He settled in Watortown, Mass., and was 
getting into a good practico when the sad 
news of a dear brother's death came to him, 
and feeling a son s duty to a loved mother, 
ho returned to Prince Edward Island, tuking 
charge of mother and homo. After more 
years of hard work, again health failed, and 
this timo attention to self seemed moro im- 
perative. An offer made him of coming to 
British Columbia ho decided to accept. 
Leaving in 1884, he first practised in New 
Westminster. There ho wus gaining the 
love and esteem of friends when uguin sor- 
row came to him through the death of his 
partner, Dr. A. MacLeod, Victoria being 
a city where one in his state of health might 
better work, leaving tho kind friends 
made in New Westminster, ho with 
Dr. Deardin opened an office. After 
some time again failing health warned 
him self must havo more consideration. 
Removing to Riverside, California, he 
hoped by complete change to recuperate, 
and it might bo so that ho could resume 
work among a loved peoplo in British Co- 
lumbia. But his ardent naturo could do 
nothing by halves— in working about his 
home he brought on further illness, which 
necessitated advice, he thought, from 
specialists, consulting such good men as 
])rs. Agnew and Osier, cf Philadelphia. 
Firm determination to do all in hia pewer 
by seeking the helps of surgical aid, to pro- 
long his life, he thought only a duty to him- 
self und family. But ic wus not so ordered 
that much longer this life of Buffering was 
to be endured. After a brave struggle the 
noble life ended here, culled to his reward 
in a bettor world, Sept. 20, IS!)!}. 

" Ho was a most humble, loving and be- 
lieving Christian, a many-sided man in all 
bis thoughts and sympathies and an intelli- 
gent interest,' 1 u friend writes, and so the 
quotation is made, "in his loved profession 
an enthusiast." 

On Monday last tho funeral services were 
held, in the home first by Rev. A. Ander- 
son, Episcopal clergyman, then at the 
Presbyterian church (of which ho had been 
a member) by Rev. J. Newell, pastor, und 
Rev. A. Anderson. The hymns he loved 
were sung — one of which bo had selected 
for that service after his departure— "Jesus, 
I Come." Tho body rests iu tho Santa 
Clara cemetery. 

Tho late Dr. MacSwain, in 1870, married 
Amelia Anno Winsloe. Four daughters and 
two sons were born to them, all of whom are 
living. A widowed mother, one brother 
and two sisters aro living, one, Mrs. Nor- 
man MacLeod, living in Vancouver, B. C.

KEDJIOND AND GLADSTONE. 

The Parnellltes Have Definitely Broken With 
the Liberal Government— The Irish 
Ciiuse In Deadly Peril. 

DUBLIN, Oot. 11. — It is evident from the 
speech of John Redmond, leader of the 
Parnollite party, on Monday night, and tho 
resolutions of the meeting, that tho Parnell- 
ites havo definitely broken with Gladstone, 
claiming that he has abandoned Irish inter- 
ests, and will hereafter fight all English 
measures iu tho House of Commons. Tho 
speech haa caused a sensation here und in 
political circles throughout Great Britain. 
Redmond said tho Irish cause waa at pre- 
sent menaced with a deadly peril, which 
wus the inevitable re8ult of Nutionaliat sur- 
render to the English. Furnell'a predic- 
tions were fully justitkd; thero was no uso 
deceiving the Irish peoplo into tho belief 
that the British peoplo who had taken up 
Home Rulo acted from any other motivo 
than necessity, and only when they realized 
that British intcrcata wero imperiled. 

Tho Liberula had now hung up Home 
Rulo for an entire year, until 1894, at least, 
and intended to proceed to the considera- 
tion of English reforms without having set- 
tled with Ireland so soon as tho voters of 
Great liritain realized that Ireland would 
submit to this. Thus a largo part of Pur- 
nell's life work waa undone and Home Rulo 
would disappear for a generation or more. 
Furthermore, what could Gladstone offer? 
Lust session's bill wua dead, and tho next 
ono would be a further compromise. Red- 
mond criticised tho course of Dillon und 
O'Urien, whoso names wero greeted with 
groans and hisses. He added that at the 
coming aosoion ho and his followers would 
decline following out to division on English 
questions. This statement was greeted by 
prolonged cheering. 

The Purnellites then passed resolutions 
that tho refusal of tho Government to con- 
sider at tho autumn session measures to re- 
inatato evicted Irish political prisoners, and 
Gladstone's failuro at Edinburgh recently to 
define his intention8 in regard to the Irish 
question, indicated tho policy he intended 
to follow with regard to Home Rule. All 
this necessitated immediate action upon the 
part of tho Irish party, and reorganization 
of that party throughout tho country should 
bo ono i f tho first steps taken. 

At a National Leaguo meeting John Red 
mond said meetings would bo held immedi 
ately throughout Ireland iu order to bring 
about reorganization of tho league. These 
meetings will bo addressed by Parnellite 
members of Parliament, who will not go 
back to Westminater unless they see 
chance of raising tho amnesty and evicted 
tenants question.

A Venerable Lady Who Huh Danced With 
the Poet Holmes. 

Domiciled in .1 handsome modern 
houso atHohokus, thai charming suburb 
of New York on the high road to Tuxedo, 
ono limy find Mrs. Lucy Williams 
Hawes, a matron of fourscore and a de- 
lightful gentlewoman, who can bridgo 
the years with reminiscences of Chan- 
ning or descant upon tlio salient features 
of Talmago's latest sermon; who can toll 
you how her emotions have been stirred 
by Rachel and Eleanora Dose; ■whorecol- 




JlltS. LUCY WILLIAMS HAWES. 
lects Tyrone Power and the elder Booth 
and has eeen Salvini; who can recall 
Lola Montez and Fanny Ellsler as sho 
•watches the gyrations of Carmencita; 
who knew Irving, Emerson. Hawthorne, 
Whittierand Bancroft and takes a lively 
interest in Howella and Whitcomb Riley. 
If perchance, lost in the thought of a 
bygone day, her still deft fingers glido 
over the keyboard of a Steinway grand 
attuned to the melodies sho learned 70 
years ago, sho will tell yon of the time 
when sho sa*' entranced by the songs of 
Jenny Lind or was held spellbound 
among a bevy of matinee girls at the 
last Paderewski recital. 

Jlrs. Hawes was born in New Bedford 
in 1812 of pilgrim and Quaker ancestry 
and received the best education New 
England aiTorded in those days— an edu- 
cation that did not cease when she closed 
the doors of tho young ladies' seminary 
behind her. 

As ono sits in her drawing room, a 
crack of a whip! and a tallyho bowls 
past bearing a burden of beauty and 
fashion for Tuxedo festivities. Then 
perhaps Mrs. Hawes will tell about that 
ball in tho town hall at New Bedford 
when sho was a bud, full GO years ago. 

In those days thero were 110 discus- 
sions about decollete corsages, but all 
dresses were made with low necks and 
short sleeves, with very long white kid 
gloves, and feet daintily shod in silken 
hose, with frail slippers of satin and 
the hair dressed high, with a "feronier" 
crowning tho forehead. Tho beaux 
were resplendent in coats of blue 
broadcloth, with bright buttons, and 
light colored trousers made very tight 
and strapped under the slippers, which 
were ornamented with fine buckles, while 
ruffled shirts, high neckcloths and hair 
curled at tho barber's completed the toi- 
let. 

It is interesting to listen to Mrs. 
Hawes' description of her visit to the 
executive mansion when Mrs. Fillmore 
figured as tho first lady of the land. She 
says tho Fillmores found tho White 
Houso in a miserable condition, with no 
suggestion of home, but after the presi- 
dent's wife had tho carpet in the best 
living room taken up and cleaned, sent 
to Buffalo for her piano and harp, she 
lessened tho dimensions of tho spacious 
apartment with screens, and by many 
feminine devices succeeded in creating 
a degree of coziness that was grateful. 
The old black cook, who could prepare 
a state dinner for U5 people in a huge 
fireplace filled with hooks and cranes, 
had the system of his kitchen entirely 
disordered by the introduction of a small 
hotel range, and tho president was 
obliged to make a journey to the patent 
office to inspect tho model and demon- 
strate tho modus operandi of the dis- 
turbing innovation. 

Ono day Mrs. Fillmore expressed her 
desire to see tho Aztec children, and in 
response to her request they were sum- 
moned to the White House. When they 
took their leave, tho president's wife be- 
stowed upon each a bright now gold 
dollar, and Mr. Barnum, who was ex- 
hibiting them, caused the papers of the 
following day to state that -Mrs. Fill- 
more had presented them with neck- 
laces of enormous value. To a social 
festivity that winter camo Mine. Bo- 
disco in a gown of corn colored brocade, 
with tho black bugles of her bertha so 
fine they appeared like lace, and a 
wreath of wild roses surmounting her 
brow; Mrs. Biggs, with her coronet of 
auburn hair; Miss Cutts, who married 
Stephen A. Douglas, and a host of ma- 
trons in moiro antique and brocade, 
caps of blond with marabout plumes 
and flowers, high waists with vests and 
flowing undersleeves of rich embroidery 
or lace. Mrs. Fillmore wore a costumo 
of red velvet, a fabric rarely seen in 
thoKo days, and her daughter Abigail 
blue sillc and white lace, festooned with 
water lilies. 

Mrs. Hawes' birthday occurs on the 
samo day as, but three years later than, 
that of Oliver Wendell Holmos, and sho 
relates that more than a half century 
Sgo she danced with tho Autocrat around 
the old elm on thegreen at Harvard at her 
brother's commencement, sipped cream 
with him in Winthrop place and walked 
with him later on the shores of tho Nnu- 
shon. Recalling tho circumstances un- 
der which sho first heard tho great Dr. 
Channing preach, sho says: 

"He had a look of sweetness, blended 
with an air of patient determination, as 
though ho bore tho cross of an unpopu- 
lar faith which in time would bless tho 
earth." 

It is only when Mrs. Hawes recalls 
from her well stored mind such mem- 
ories of the past that ono can realize her 
ago. If women are as old as thov look, 
then it would hcciu as if Mrs. Hawes 
were far younger than tho family Bib'o 
and her reminiscences would indicate, for 
thero is nothing in her bearing, manner 
or speech to indicate tho octogenarian.

Thero are just two questions a 
number of anxiously inquiring women 
would like to have answered by somo of 
tho sex that has the right of suffrage. 
They are these; What equivalent is tho 
United States congress just now giving 
tho American people for tho money it is 
costing them? Second — Really and truly, 
answering without fear or favor, which 
is tho talking sex? 

Mrs. John A. Logan came very near 
stating a great truth when she remarked, 
"The habit of praising everything which 
comes from tho hand of a woman just 
because a woman did it is, in my opin- 
ion, vicious."

Mrs. Elizabeth Ilollonbeck of Los An- 
geles was more thoughtful of her own 
sex than/ many other women are when 
sho gave $750,000 to found a homo for 
indigent women and homeless children 
in her city. 

Tho Woman's Journal has been figur- 
ing tho thing out and finds that if our 
sex bad its full share of postmasterships 
according to tho female population thero 
would be no less than 50,000 postmis- 
tresses.

Tobacco Pouch. 

To mako a tobacco pouch like the ono 
illustrated, cut two pieces of fine 
chamois tho shape of an oval with tho 
smaller end cut off about 0i inches 
across at tho widest part. In the middle 
of one picco embroider an initial or 
monogram surrounded by an ornamen- 




tal design. Stitch the curved edges of 
tho pieces together in a narrow seam 
to form tho bag, and around tho top sew 
a strip of soft silk 4 inches wide. 
This is to bo doubled over and facod 
down on tho inside of tho pouch so as to 
cover tho top edge of tho chamois. 
Half an inch below tho top of tho silk 
put two rows of stitching, between 
which run doublo drawing strings of 
No. 1 ribbon to match the silk.

Unknown Ilaee of Blacks Discovered- 
Missionary DiHt'iisyioiis— Keceufc 
British Annexations. 

The Phonograph in Fiji— A Corvette 
Turned Merchantman— Cold 
Storage Enterprise. 



Discovory has rocently been made in Now 
South Wales of ft tribe of wild blacks in a 
perfectly nudo state. It is stated in a 
police report that thrco half-castes with u 
full-blooded aboriginal boy while out dog- 
trapping at a place known as Scotia Blocks 
or No Man's Country, about 00 or 100 miles 
northerly from Tareena, and on a Bpaco of 
country between Lake Victoria and 1'opil- 
4ah stations, camo on tho tracks of two rnon 
which they followed, und eventually camo 
upon two aboriginals in their wild state 
cooking a kangaroo. On being surpriood 
the wild aborigines ran away, but were pur- 
sued and rounded up by the search party. 
Other tracks being seen further search was 
made and other aborigines were captured. 
Tho leader of the tribe was a very old man 
named Nannia. The tribo consisted of .'50 
porsons- 112 men, 8 women and 10 children. 
They wero totally uncivilized, and without 
clothing of any kind. The intention of tho 
half-castes was to stay with them for a 
while, und then bring them on to tho 
frontage, as, according to tho statement of 
the wild blacks, thoy wcro very much 
pushed for water in the summer, the malleo 
roots being unable to supply them with any 
largo quantity ol water. For years past, 
the po.'ice report went on to say, it had been 
supposed that a few blacks slill existod; 
but they wero seen by very few people, as

Child mill Xurse. 

It is a perpetual surprise to any ob- 
serving mind that well bred parents 
leave their children to tho continual 
companionship of persons with whom 
they themselves would not think of asso- 
ciating. An eminent scientist has stated 
that a child learns more daring tho first 
fivo years than it docs all the rest of its 
life. Yet that most receptive period, 
when every impression is a lasting one, 
many children spend almost entirely 
with a servant. The trouble does not lie 
in tho fact that she is a servant, but that 
servants are, as a rule, ignorant and 
superstitious, uncultivated in mode of 
thought, conversation and customs. Tho 
most honest and trustworthy of tho ig- 
norant class will unavoidably inoculate 
tho child with unmannerly forms of 
speech and unrefined habits, every ono 
of which has to be painfully extermi- 
nated tit a later stage of growth, while' 
many hired nurses aro not even humane 
to their charges. 

It is no uncommon thing to see in tho 
public parks a nurse dragging about by 
the arm a young child, raining blows on 
its cars and faco and threatening it loud- 
ly with battle, murder and sudden death. 
Is it any wonder that the little creature, 
buffeted thus early and taught by exam- 
ple all tho violences of ungoverned tem- 
per and the crooked means of explaining 
away unpleasant consequences, learns to 
strike, dioobey, speak falsely and utter 
uncouth phrases? It is through tho im- 
itative faculty that a baby begins to 
learn, and if its first examples aro serv- 
ants tho resulting bad manners anil 
coarsenesses aro tho fault, of tho parents 
who leave it exposed to such influences. 

Tho owner of a valuable horse would 
not think of lending it unless positivo 
that tho borrower was in every respect 
worthy to be trusted with it, hut fathers 
and mothers hand over their children to 
tho night and day companionship of a 
foreign peasant without a qualm of un- 
easiness. Parents who will neither take 
the trouble to secure a gentle and re- 
fined woman to take charge of their lit- 
tle ones or give up a part of their own 
timo to that duty deserve to have dis- 
agreeable and ill bred sons and daugh- 
ters, and usually receivo their desert. 
But it is cruelly hard on tho children.

Arrival of the Five-Master Governor 
Ames— Rough Weather in 
the Straits. 



The schooner Triumph, which went down 
the coast a fow weeks ago, returned to port 
yesterday afternoon after a very rough pas- 
sage up the Btraits. Sho brought with her 
Mr. Stockman as a passenger from Clayo- 
quot Sound. Mr. Stockman reports hav- 
ing seen the steam schooner Mischief, which 
has been on the West Const for tho paat 
three or four weeks, leave Clayoquot Sound 
with another vessel in tow, the name of which 
ho did not learn. On his way to 
Victoria he also saw, at a distance, what ho 
thought to be tho Eame steamer enter Port 
San Juan. The vessel the Mischief has in 
tow is probably ono of those which have 
been carrying on illegal traffic with the In- 
diana on tho West coast, and for which tho 
steamer left here. The Mischief's captain, 
it ia underHtood, received the necessary 
authority for making any soizurea he 
thought fit, and it is believed the 
schooner ho has ia an American craft, 
which has more than onco made a 
profitable cruiao down the coast. Tho 
Triumph passed threo vessels coming up the 
Straita, ail of which nppeured on their way 
to tho Sound in ballast. Ono of these is the 
big five- masted schooner Governor Ames, 
which was known by her many spars, being 
tho only vessel of her description on tho 
Coast.

This amount, however, wus all 
expended before the trial race8 began, and 
it was found necessary to assess tho mem- 
bers of tho Byndicato heavily in order to 
"teep the yacht in commission till tho close 
of the international races.

peculiar feature of tho regulations of Epis- 
copal dioceses has beon brought to light aa 
the result of tho ill health of Bishop Pad- 
dock.
